Some  Baptist  travelers  more  intent  ou 
sightseeing  than  on  the  study  of  mission 
progress  have  failed  to  discover  uie 
real  merit  and  results  of  our  Rapist 
mission  work  in  Italy.  And  more  tljan 
once  hns  the  question  been  raised  hire 
at  home  regarding  the  success  of  <jur 
Board’s  operations  in  that  lanrt. 

Let  it  l>e  remembered  that,  just  as  in 
preparing  to  build  n new  structure  jin 
the  city  of  Rome  it  is  necessary  fp  <jig 
far  down  beneath  the  accumulated  rub 
bish  of  ages  in  order  to  lay  a secure  foun- 
dation, so  in  the  progress  mission 
work  there  must  first  be  a period  L.f 
excavating  and  foundation-laving.  Much 
of  the  time,  since  the  inauguration  Jof 
our  work  in  Italy,  has  been  given  to 
foundation  work.  The  actual  results  cb- 
tnined  nre  hut  an  indication  of  what 
lbnv  expect  to  see  within  a few  years. 
The  work  is  only  fairly  begun.  The  rail 
task  is  yet  to  be  donei  The  people  T>t 
Italy  are  finding  out  who  the  Baptists 
are,  what  they  believe  and  what  tlily 
are  doing.  Above  all  others  we  have  tie 
supreme  advantage  in  preaching  the  g.  k- 
pel  in  Italy,  because  our  message  is  io 
purely  unmiged  from  Romish  traditions 
as  to  invite  a hearing,  and  because  vie 
have  the  minimum  of  ecclesiastical  ma- 
chinery to  come  in  contact  with  tlla 
grinding  enginery  of  the  papacy. 

An  Italian  Discovery. 

The  very  atmosphere  of  the  country  Is 
charged  with  the  spirit  of  religious  lit} 
ertv.  It  is  the  topic  of  discussion  by  nil 
classes  everywhere.  The  right  of  the  id 
dividual  to  think,  to  live  and  to  worship 
with  unshackled  conscience  is  l»eiiig  a<] 
knowledged  jn  all  places.  This  makes 
good  air  for  Baptist  lungs  to  hreatha. 
And  just  here  a discovery  has  been  madej 
Luigi  Luzzatti,  Prime  Minister  of  Italy 
and  for  years  professor  of  law  in  tlie 
I niversity  of  Rome,  in  his  book  on  “Li' j 
erty  of  Science  and  Liberty  ot  Con  j 
science,”  declares  that  Roger  Williatns 
the  Baptist,  was  the  real  founder  of  re* 
ligious  liberty  in  the  world.  The  reader^ 
of  this  book  are  asking  who  Roger  Wih 
bams  was,  and  what  he  did.  Who  th<i 
Baptiste  are  and  what  they  are  doing.) 
The  Reading  of  Evangelical  Books. 

The  Italians  are  a reading  people  and' 
though  many  books  written  by  Protest-* 
ants  have  l>eon  forbidden  by  the  Pope 
still  the  demand  for  these  books  is  pnj 
the  increase.  In  the  bookstores,  oot!ij 


general  and  Catholic,  books  by  leading 
Protestant  writers  of  Germany,  England 
and  America  are  on  sale.  Among  them 
one  notices  many  by  Dr.  Alexander  Me 
I nren.  Onr  own  Dr.  A.  T.  Robertson’s 
Greek  grammar  has  been  translated  into 
Italian  and  is  t^sed  in  the  Catholic  theo 
logical  seminaries. 

The  Making  of  Baptist  Literature. 

Dr.  George  B.  Taylor’s  “Systematic. 
Theology”  is  the  only  existing  work  oi 
this  kind  in  Italian  prepared  by  a Prot 
estant.  It  is  used  in  our  seminary  and 
hv  our  preachers  ami  by  all  other  evati 
gelicala.  The  most  popular  evangelical 
tract  writer  is  one  of  our  preachers.  His 
tracts  are  published  by  the  Waldensinn 
press  in  Florence  and  are  more  widely 
circulated  and  rend  thnn  those  produced 
by  any  other  author.  Three  years  ago 
the  British  Foreign  Bible  Society  begun 
/the  revision  of  Dioduti’s  New  Testa 
ment.  The  work  is  Iteing  done  by  a com 
mittee  of  five  of  which  Dr.  D.  6.  Whit- 
tinghill  is  a meml>er.  The  four  gospels 
have  already  been  completed  nnd  have 
received  the  warm  commendation  of  thj 
Society  nnd  the  Italian  public.  The  same 
Society  hnR  published  the  Gospel  of  Luka 
in  the  Sardinian  dinlect,  translated  by 
Signor  Arhnnasich,  one  of  our  Baptist 
preachers.  “Serninntore”  published  by 
our  mission  is  the  most  widely  cjrcu 
lated  evangelical  periodical  in  Italy,  .t 
is  self  supporting  and  has  a circnla  .on 
of  more  thnn  10,000  copies:  “II  7<*sta- 
nionio”  is  the  orgnn  of  onr  T-aptist 
churches  and  is  self-supporting 
Our  Theological  Scho'l. 

Our  theological  school  is  ;he  largest 
of  its  kin  I in  Itnly.  Nenrlv  half  of  onr 
pastors  hi  ve  been  educated  there  and  in 
addition  t » this  the  institution  has  en- 
rolled ns  dudents  Wesleynns,  English 
Baptists  at  1 Waldensians.  As  president 
of  this  sclu  >1  Dr.  Whittinghill  is  doing 
a service  of  ir-reaching  importance  and 
is  maintain!,  * the  best  traditions  of  tho 
theological  >achers  among  Southern 
Baptists.

These  two 
old  gcntlcnjien  told  me  proudly  that  they 
fought  with  Garibaldi  and  followed  him 
into  Rome,  and  then  with  characteristic 
Italian  enthusiasm  they  said.  *‘We  are 
. still  fighting  for  the  freedom  of  Italy, 
under  the  leadership  of  Jesus  Christ.” 

Two  Monks. 

On  the  outskirts  of  Syracuse,  Sicily, 
about  tbe  hour  of  sunset  we  knocked  at 
a high  gate  which  was  ojiened  by  a 
monk  and  we  were  ushered  into  the  gar 
den  surrounding  tbe  entrance  to  the  cat- 
acombs. This  monk,  clad  in  a long  coarse 
brown  robe  and  leather  girdle,  lit  bis 
lamps  and  kindly  guided  us  through  tbe 
mennderings  of  tbe  deep,  dark  burying 
place  of  generations  ago.  After  wander 
ing  for  half  an  hour  we  emerged  again 
into  the  open  night  air.  Ho  insisted  that 
we  should  gol  into  the  littlrt  old  tumbled 
down  church.  We  yielded  and  followed 
him.  With  gfent  satisfaction  he  showed 
ns  some  din)  daubs  of  pictures  of  the 
Virgin  and  the  Saints.  With  touching 
credulity  he  told  us  of  their  sanctity 
nnd  power.  Lighting  the  wav  he  lead 
ns  down  into!  an  ancient  ervpt  nnd  by 
the  rays  of  hjs  flickering  lamp  he  show- 
ed us  a cross! so  bndly  decayed  that  the 
pieces  were  rjniled  together  with  strins 
of  nlnnk.  Wonderful  were  the  stories  he 
told  of  that  cross!  Tn  the  front  of  n dusty 
little  nltnr  he;  pointed  out  a svone.  step- 
ped upon  it, ‘folded  his  hands  nnd  do- 
elnred  that  on  that  identical  stone  Saint 
Paid  hnd  preached  during  his  three  day* 
visit  in  Svracise.  This  monk  was  a gen- 
ial affable  man  nnd  seemed  to  he  verv 
earnest  nnd  sincere.  - But  wlint  a dark, 
narrow  life  he;  lives!  and  what  poor  ser- 
vice he  renderp  to  the  world.  As  we  left 
the  grounds  we  met  about  twentv-five 
other  monks  returning  frpm  a walk  to 
their  humble  lodging  plnee.  From  mnnv 
sonrees  T leafned  that  there  are  large 
numbers  of  these  monks  and  other 
priests  who  Would  rlndlv  escape  from 
the  thrnlldom  of  their  impoverished 
lives  if  thev  oplv  knew  how  to  do  if. 

On  the  following  dev.  whieh  was  Snn 
dnv.  we  werf  to  Floridin.  a drive  of  sev 
er*d  mileq.  T will  not  describe  onr  expe- 
rience with  this  courageous  hand  ex 
rent  to  snv  that  the  pastor  showed  him- 
self a master  workman.  For  one-half 
hour  he  taught  the  Snndnv  School,  com- 
posed of  about  one  hundred  hovs.  girts 
and  men  in  the  same  class.  TTo  hel  l 
their  undivided  attention  nnd  frenuentlv 
called  forth  eager  responses  ]>oth  from 
the  children  and  the  men.  TTe  told  them 
ehont  Christ  asj  the  onlv  Savior.  TTe  is 
doing  a groat  wxirk  ?n  this  citv  and  hn« 

"•OO  candidates  Waiting  for  baptism.  TTej 
<s  a bright,  earnest,  scholarlv  voune 
man  TTe  too  Was  a monk,  having  spent 


thirteen  years  iu  a monastery.  He  long 
ed  for  the  light.  He  escaped.  He  sought 
the  gosj»el  message,  found  it  nnd  accept 
ed  it.  He  was  set  free  and  determined  to 
preach  the  gospel.  He  attended  our 
Seminary  in  Home  nnd  is  now  one  of 
our  most  effective  pastor  evangelist*. 

I could  not  refrain  from  setting  the 
lives  of  these  two  young  monks  over 
against  each  other.  The  one  li\es  among 
the  dead,  groping  his  wnv  through  the 
catacombs,  telling  curious  visitors  the 
. wonders  of  that  underground  realm.  The 
other  set  free  by  the  gosj*el  lives  among 
the  living.  He  preaches.  He  tenches.  He 
works.  He  lives.  These  contrasts  show 
the  difference  lietwwn  the  conception* 
of  consecration  ns  held  by  the  pnfvicy 
nnd  hv  ourselves,  thin  means  isolation, 
stagnation  and  death.  The  other  standi 
for  activity,  progress  nnd  life.

KAT1SF1ELD  BUT  STARVING. 

A strange  plant,  called  the  nar- 
doo.  closely  allied  to  the  fern  tribe, 
grows  In  the  deserts  of  Central  Aus- 
tralia. A peculiarly  melancholy  In- 
terest is  connected  with  it,  owinii 
to  the  fact  that  its  seeds  formed  for 
months  together  almost  the  sole 
food  for  the  party  of  explorers  who 
a few  years  ago  crossed  the  conti- 
nent. The  nardoo  satisfied  their 
’hunger;  It  produced  a pleasant  feel- 
ing of  comfort  and  repletion.  The 
natives  were  accustomed  to  est  It  In 
the  absence  of  their  usual  roots  ana 
fruits,  not  only  without  Injury,  but 
actually  with  positive  benefits  to 
their  health.  Yet  day  after  day, 
King  and  his  friends  became  weak- 
er and  more  emaclatjed  upon  this 
diet.  Their  flesh  wastea  from  then 
bones,  their  strength  was  reduced  to 
an  Infant's  feebleness,  and  they 
could  only  crawl  painfully  a mile 
or  two  a day.  At  last,  when  near- 
ing the  borune  of  their  hopes,  they 
perished  one  by  one  of  starvation, 
a solitary  survivor  being  found  In 
the  last  extremity  under  a tree, 
where  he  had  laid  him  down  to  die, 
by  a pgrty  sent  out  In  search  or  the 
missing  expedition.
